ON 3-9-06 AT 0118 HOURS, I RESPONDED TO A SUSPICIOUS ACTIVITY CALL IN THE AREA OF SOLOMON AND BROADWAY. 

CALL COMMENTS STATED THAT A RED TRUCK WAS SPEEDING THROUGH THE ALLEYS IN THE AREA. FURTHER COMMENTS STATED 
THAT SHOTS HAD BEEN HEARD. SOMEONE ALSO CALLED IN SAYING THAT THERE WAS POSSIBLY A BODY IN AN ALLEY. SGT

SALE. AT THIS TIME DESPITE THE FACT I HAD HANDCUFFED HIM, I WAS NOW UNDER THE IMPRESSION HE WAS A VICTIM 

BASED ON HIS STATEMENTS. I WAS TOLD THEY COULD NOT FIND A CRIME SCENE AT THE CHURCH. EDUARDO SAID HE WOULD 

GO TO THE AREA AND SHOW ME WHERE THE ALTERCATION OCCURRED. OFC MEACHAM RESPONDED TO THE SCENE TO TRANSPORT 
HIM. I HAD NO OTHER INVOLVEMENT WITH HIM. I GAVE THE BB GUN AND CELL PHONE TO OFC MEACHAM.

ON 03-09-06 AT 0118 HOURS ON DRIVING MY MARKED PATROL CAR IN THE AREA OF 600 E. BROADWAY. A CALL OF 
SUSPICIOUS ACTIVITY IN THE AREA OF SOLOMON AND BROADWAY WAS DISPATCHED. I TURNED AROUND AND HEADED BACK 
TO THAT AREA. CALL COMMENTS STATED THAT A RED TRUCK WAS SPEEDING THROUGH THE ALLEYS IN THE AREA. FURTHER 
COMMENTS STATED THAT SHOT HAD BEEN HEARD. SOMEONE ALSO CALLED IN SAYING THAT THERE WAS POSSIBLY A BODY 
IN AN ALLEY. AS I WAS ARRIVING I SAW A RED PICKUP TRUCK TURN ON TO EASTBOUND BROADWAY FROM A NORTHBOUND

ON 3/9/06 AT 0244 HOURS I RECEIVED A PHONE CALL FROM SGT. HOGLUND REQUESTING THAT I RESPOND TO THE AREA OF 
TEMPLE AND BROADWAY TO ASSIST PATROL OFFICERS WITH A SHOOTING INVESTIGATION. WHEN I ARRIVED AT 0337 HOURS 
I MET WITH DETECTIVE GOMEZ AND OFFICER HIGBEE #16248 AND LEARNED THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION: 

AT AROUND 0116 HOURS PATROL OFFICERS WERE DISPATCHED TO THE AREA OF 1000 E. JARVIS IN REFERENCE TO SOME 
SUSPICIOUS SUBJECTS IN A RED PICK-UP DRIVING THROUGH THE ALLEYS. WHILE PATROL OFFICERS FROM THE CENTRAL 
DISTRICT WERE LOOKING FOR THE VEHICLE ANOTHER CALL CAME IN FROM THE AREA OF 400 S. TEMPLE FROM A SUBJECT 
CLAIMING THAT HE HAD BEEN SHOT AT BY A SUSPECT AND HAD RETURNED FIRE. OFFICE HIGBEE RESPONDED TO THE AREA 
OF 458 S. TEMPLE AND CONTACTED THE VICTIM, ^^^®STATED THAT HE HAD BEEN FOLLOWING A 

SUSPICIOUS VEHICLE (LATER DETERMINED TO BE THE SAME RED TRUCK REPORTED A FEW MINUTES EARLIER). 

STATED THAT HE WAS FOLLOWING THE VEHICLE TO OBTAIN THE LICENSE PLATE AND THE VEHICLE TURNED SOUTH ON TEMPLE 
FROM BROADWAY (AT THE TIME HE DID NOT KNOW WHAT STREET HE WAS ON) . FOLLOWED THE VEHICLE UNTIL THE 

STREET ENDED. THE RED TRUCK STOPPED AT THE END OF THE STREET AND A HISPANIC MALE GOT OUT OF THE PASSENGER

FORWARD THE RED PICKUP WAS STARTING TO TURN AROUND. STATED THAT HE JUMPED OUT OF HIS VEHICLE AS IT 

WAS STILL MOVING AND PULLED HIS OWN 5-SHOT REVOLVER FROM HIS ANKLE HOLSTER. STATED THAT THE SUSPECT 

POINTED THE HANDGUN AT HIM AND FIRED ONE SHOT. ^^^^FIRED ONE SHOT BACK AT THE SUSPECT BUT HE DID NOT HIT 
THE SUSPECT. THE SUSPECT CONTINUED TO COME AT SO HE TOOK COVER BEHIND A WHITE TRUCK THAT WAS PARKED 

ON THE SIDE OF THE STREET. AT SOME POINT THE SUSPECT RAN EASTBOUND BETWEEN TWO HOUSES. 

OFFICER HIGBEE INFORMED ME THAT THE SUSPECT WAS LOCATED ON SOLOMON, ONE STREET TO THE EAST, BY OTHER PATROL 
OFFICERS. THE SUSPECT HAD A BB GUN IN HIS POSSESSION THAT RESEMBLED A SEMI-AUTOMATIC PISTOL. OFFICER 
HIGBEE TRANSPORTED TO THE SUSPECT'S LOCATION AND POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED THE SUSPECT AS THE 

PERSON THAT POINTED THE GUN AT HIM. OFFICER HIGBEE ALSO TOLD ME THAT HE SEIZED ' S FIREARM AND FOUND 

THAT THERE WAS ONE FIRED CARTRIDGE IN THE CYLINDER. OFFICER HIGBEE ALSO CONFIRMED THE WAS IN 

POSSESSION OF A VALID CONCEALED WEAPONS PERMIT. 

THE SUSPECT, VERBALLY IDENTIFIED AS EDUARDO CASTELLEJO GODINO, HAD ALREADY BEEN TRANSPORTED TO THE MAIN 
STATION CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIONS AREA. I ASKED OFFICER HIGBEE TO ASK IF HE WOULD BE WILLING TO COME 

TO THE STATION FOR AN INTERVIEW. OFFICER HIGBEE ASKED AND HE AGREED. DROVE HIMSELF TO THE 

STATION. I ALSO RESPONDED TO THE STATION. 

I ASKED DETECTIVE GOMEZ TO INTERVIEW AND I WOULD INTERVIEW EDUARDO GODINO. BEFORE I INTERVIEWED 

GODINO I MONITORED THE INTERVIEW WITH FROM THE MONITORING ROOM. I BEGAN MY INTERVIEW WITH GODINO AT 

0535 HOURS. I DISCOVERED THAT GODINO WAS A SPANISH SPEAKER, BUT HE DID SPEAK SOME ENGLISH. THERE WERE NO 
SPANISH SPEAKING DETECTIVES AVAILABLE SO I CONTINUED WITH THE INTERVIEW. I READ GODINO HIS MIRANDA RIGHTS 
AND ASKED HIM IF HE UNDERSTOOD THEM. HE STATED THAT HE DID NOT UNDERSTAND THE CHARGES AGAINST HIM. I 

EXPLAINED TO HIM THAT I WANTED TO TALK TO HIM ABOUT WHAT HAPPENED EARLIER THAT NIGHT. GODINO ASKED ME IF 

HE COULD READ HIS RIGHTS. I ALLOWED HIM TO READ DIRECTLY FROM MY MIRANDA CARD AND HE READ THE WORDS ALOUD 
IN ENGLISH. AFTER READING THE CARD I ASKED HIM IF HE UNDERSTOOD WHAT HE READ AND HE SAID YES. I ALSO 

ASKED HIM IF HE WAS WILLING TO ANSWER QUESTIONS AND HE SAID YES. THE FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF THE 

INTERVIEW: 
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GODINO STATED THAT HE WAS AT A PARK BY A CHURCH SHOOTING PLASTIC BOTTLES WITH HIS BB GUN. I LATER SPOKE 
WITH OFFICER MEACHAM WHO DROVE GODINO TO THE STATION AND HE TOLD ME THAT GODINO POINTED OUT THE LOCATION 
AS ELLSWORTH PARK. GODINO STATED THAT A CAR DROVE UP NEXT TO HIM AND THE SUBJECT ASKED HIM, "WHERE ARE YOU 
FROM?" GODINO TOLD THE SUBJECT THAT HE WAS FROM MEXICO. GODINO DESCRIBED THE SUBJECT AS A HISPANIC MALE 
ABOUT 35-40 YEARS OLD WITH A GOATEE (HE ALSO LATER DESCRIBED THE SUBJECT'S HEIGHT AND WEIGHT EVEN THOUGH HE 
DID NOT INDICATE THAT THE OTHER SUBJECT EVER GOT OUT OF HIS VEHICLE) . GODINO SAID THAT THE SUBJECT 
POINTED A GUN AT HIM THROUGH THE WINDOW SO HE GOT SCARED AND JUMPED OVER A FENCE. HE STATED THAT THE 
SUBJECT POINTED A LARGE BLACK SEMI-AUTOMATIC PISTOL. AFTER HE JUMPED THE FENCE THE CAR CIRCLED AROUND AND 
THE SUBJECT SHOT TWICE AT HIM AND THEN DROVE OFF. GODINO SAID THAT HE WAS WALKING DOWN THE STREET WHEN 
THIS HAPPENED. HE PREVIOUSLY TOLD OFFICER MEACHAM THAT THE SHOOTING HAPPENED NEAR 2ND AVE AND HORNE. 

GODINO STATED THAT A RED TRUCK DROVE BY HIM AND HE WAVED AT THEM FOR HELP, BUT THEY DROVE OFF. A WHITE CAR 

WAS BEHIND THE RED TRUCK AND IT TURNED OUT TO BE A POLICE CAR. GODINO SAID THAT HE TRIED TO CALL 911, BUT 

HE CALLED 411 INSTEAD. 

GODINO DENIED EVER BEING IN THE RED TRUCK. HE ADMITTED TO HAVING THE BB GUN, BUT DENIED EVER PULLING IT 

OUT OR POINTING IT AT ANYONE. I ASKED HIM HOW THE OTHER SUBJECT KNEW HE HAD THE GUN AND HE JUST STATED 

THAT HE HAD BEEN SHOOTING IT AT THE PARK. 

TOWARD THE END OF THE INTERVIEW GODINO STARTED SPEAKING MORE AND MORE IN SPANISH. I LATER REQUESTED THAT 
THE INTERVIEW BE TRANSCRIBED AND TRANSLATED. THE INTERVIEW WAS RECORDED ON DVD AND AUDIOCASSETTE. 

AFTER THE INTERVIEW I REQUESTED THAT OFFICER MEACHAM ESCORT GODINO TO THE HOLDING FACILITY WHERE HE WAS 
BOOKED. OFFICER HIGBEE SUBMITTED ' S FIREARM, AND GODINO'S BB GUN TO THE EVIDENCE SECTION. I SHOULD 

NOTE THAT THE BB GUN DID HAVE A CHARGE C02 CARTRIDGE INSERTED IN THE GRIP, AND DID APPEAR TO BE LOADED WITH 
BBS . 

I FIND THAT THERE IS PROBABLE CAUSE TO CHARGE EDUARDO GODINO WITH ONE COUNT OF ASSAULT, ARS 13-1203.A2, A 
CLASS 2 MISDEMEANOR, AND ONE COUNT OF THREATENING OR INTIMIDATING, ARS 13-1202.Al, A CLASS 1 MISDEMEANOR.
